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Christmas—the Children’s Day 


We have Boys’ Weeks and Girls’ Weeks and Better Babies 
Weeks. We have Mothers’ Day and Fathers’ Day. We have 
Fathers and Sons’ Days and Mothers and Daughters’ Days. 
We have no doubt many other days and weeks in which the 
child, the needs of the child, the place of the child in our 
social life are set before us in the systematic and highly- 
organized way which modern America associates with prog- 
ress. We have these children’s days but probably very rarely 
as they go by do we stop to think that we have them at all 
just because of that one supreme children’s day, the Natal 
Day of the Lord Jesus. 


Christmas is the children’s day because it is the birth of 
Jesus that ensures to childhood the place which it now holds 
in the thought of all the civilized world. Bethlehem exalted 
childhood. It made the little child a central fact in the 
problems of human life. It proclaimed to the world that 
these little ones were as truly children of God as their 
parents and that child life was a sacred thing. It gave to 
the world in the course of time a great new purpose, the 
safeguarding and nurturing of childhood. Mothers had al- 
ways been tender. Fathers had always loved. Education of 
a sort had always been provided. We can not ignore what 
men had done before Christ. But it was the value of the 
individual child’s life which was so immeasurably enhanced 
through Christ. 

And in turn, because of the exaltation of the child, there 
grew into the ideal toward which men work certain very 
definite things which belong especially to the child. It is 
familiar enough to tell of these things and to use as a text 
the words, “A little child shall lead them.” The text is old 
and trite if you like. But it is a good one and worth com- 
mending again and yet again to Christian people. For out 
of the hurry and gaiety of the Christmas season it does com- 
pel us to pause and ask ourselves whether in truth we are 
letting the little child lead us. We are ready to exalt the 
child and also the children. But are we ready to follow 
them? 

Here are three tests. There is the test of gentleness. The 
exaltation of the things which belong to childhood means 
the introduction of a new ideal of the place of gentleness in 
the world. Gentleness, thinking of it as it must be dis- 
played in the care of the child, means, of course, kindness 
and consideration, quick perception of the frail and weak, 
quick stretching of the hand to help. Gentleness means good 
manners, fine courtesy. It means quiet voices, unobtrusive 
service, thoughtful and eager subordination of self. These 
things are very far from the vulgarity and the noise and the 
assertiveness, the bad manners and undisciplined inconsid- 
erateness which are so common. But they are part of the 
leadership of the Child. The test of gentleness is not amiss 
in these days. 

Next is the test of teachableness. Think of that as a second

element in the leadership of the Child. The normal child 
reaches out his hand to be led. He is full of eager wonder 
about the world. He is frankly ignorant and longing to be 
taught. What a difference it would make if Christian people 
were in great numbers accepting the leadership of the Child 
in this way. Theologians are dogmatically sure they are 
right. Each denomination is sure of its own position. Each 
type of churchman knows he can not have made a mistake. 
In other matters, how cocksure we are! America against the 
world! My political and economic views against every 
other! My view of Church policy or business policy or 
political policy! But there is no growth toward Christ until 
we know our limitations, “our ignorances” and our fail- 
ures. The test of teachableness is worth applying. 


For the third test of the leadership of the Child, let us 
put down democracy. That is rather a formidable word. It 
is used here not of political or economic theories but of 
that aspect of our Lord’s life which the children are the 
only ones among us who seem to be able to follow naturally 
and easily. I mean the attitude towards others which thinks 
of them as human beings without much regard for any of 
the trappings. Our boys and girls (if left to themselves) put 
us to shame in their relations with others. Color and race, 
wealth and poverty, social standing, these things do not exist 
for the normal child. They do not exist for the Lord Jesus. 
He was concerned with the person in himself, not with the 
things which the person had put on. Until we can get that 
attitude the Gospel has little chance to destroy the barriers 
which keep men apart and which are not only barriers but 
forces creative of strife of every kind, industrial, class or 
international. The test of the democracy of the Child’s 
leadership is a searching test. 


Gentleness, teachableness, democracy of spirit—there are 
three tests for our own lives! Do we really mean it, they 


seem to say, when we rejoice in the birth of the child Jesus, 
when we profess our readiness to follow where the little 
Child leads.—E. L. P.

Cornerstone Laying at Los Altos 


The ceremonies of the laying of the cornerstone of the 
new parish house of Christ Church, Los Altos, took place 
Sunday, October 31. 


Under the active leadership of the Rev. E. H. Molony the 
work at Los Altos progressed so rapidly that a new parish 
house was needed. The Rev. David Evans preached the ser- 
mon at the services preceding the cornerstone ceremony, 
taking for his text St. Matthew 4:10, “Thou shalt worship 
the Lord thy God and Him only shalt thou serve.” In his 
sermon he emphasized the thought that worship and service 
are complements of one another. The worship of God in the 
sanctuary can not fail to express itself through those avenues 
of practical philanthropy and social service that radiate in 
all directions from the parish house. Mr .Evans made an 
earnest appeal for our churches to represent real religion 
instead of mere ecclesiastical forms. 


“God, we are sure, designed the Church of Christ to do 
this one thing, to announce to all the world the gospel of a 
common brotherhood, not to wrangle over ‘mint, anise and 
cummin’ and hold aloof from other Christians who can not 
say our Episcopal Shibbobeth and unless we obey God’s 
mandate our light will be quenched in darkness and we 
shall cease to be. And finally God has called each one of us 
to a life of service, for it is we who are the church, and 
wherever a compact few, two or three, gather together in 
the Master’s name zealous, ardent, ready to do His will, 
there in the midst stands Christ and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against them.” 


Oakland Convocation Meeting 


The Convocation of Oakland held its fall meeting on 
Wednesday, November 17, at Trinity Church, Hayward. 
Meeting in a rural community, the special topic for con- 
sideration was what the Church is doing in the rural and 
suburban communities of the Convocation—that is, in Ala- 
meda and Contra Costa counties. The meeting was most in- 
teresting and the attendance splendid—much larger than 
had been expected. but fortunately Dean Gee had been more 
optimistic than others, so that all enjoyed an excellent 
luncheon which the kind ladies of Trinity Church served. 


The Convocation opened with the celebration of the Holy 
Communion, Dean Gee being the celebrant, assisted by the 
Rev. W. H. G. Battershill, vicar of Hayward, and the Rev. 
L. H. Miller, rector of St. Clement’s Church, Berkeley, who 
preached the sermon, in the course of which he pointed out 
the opportunities confronting the Church and how those 
interested in the rural task of the Church may help to de- 
velop a program that will enable the Church to take ‘advan- 
tage of these opportunities. 


After the service, Convocation organized for business, Mr. 
E. W. Burr, the secretary, calling the roll, after which ad- 
journment was taken until after luncheon. At the after- 
noon meeting, Mr. Lee, the treasurer of the Diocese, ex- 
plained about the Nation-wide Campaign quotas and also 
the quotas for the Episcopal and Convention Fund, show- 
ing how they are assigned with perfect equity, and how 
the work of the Diocese is dependent upon their being paid. 
Turning to the topic of the day, Rev. W. J. Attwood told 
of the fine work being done at Centerville, where he is the 
vicar of St. James Mission. Rev. W. H. G. Battershill then 


spoke of the work at Hayward, at St. Philip’s, Fruitvale, 
and at All Saints, Elmhurst, and of the prospects for future 
development. Dean Gee told of the formation of the new 
mission at Brentwood and a resolution was passed con- 
gratulating the Church people of Brentwood on their splen- 
did interest and enthusiasm. 


The Bishops’ Crusade was the next topic for considera- 
tion, Rev. R. M. Trelease, rector of All Souls, Berkeley, 
giving a most lucid and stirring account of the opportuni- 
ties it presented. Mrs. Clifton Kroll of St. Paul’s Parish, 
Oakland, spoke of the Woman’s Auxiliary and the Crusade 
and Mr. Nielson of Grace Cathedral pointed out what the 
layman might do in the Crusade. Archdeacon Porter was 
then introduced and in his usual delightful and enthusiastic 
manner conducted those present, in imagination, around 
various parts of the Convocation, pointing out the splendid 
work that is being done and the many opportunities for 
the development of the work of the Church in this Con- 
vocation. 


The unfinished business, which consisted of the re-elec- 
tion of Dean Gee to the position which he has so efficiently 
and so often occupied, was soon finished and the Convoca- 


tion adjourned to meet in May at St. Peter’s Church, Oak- 
land.

E. H. Molony, the vicar, is to be congratulated on his fine 


achievement. 

At our True Sunshine Mission (Chinese), Oakland, the 
choir appeared vested for the first time on the occasion of 
the Archdeacon’s visit. Our Chinese priest, the Rev. Daniel 
Wu, continues to do efficient work both here and in San 
Francisco. At the latter place his eleven-year-old son, 
Thomas, acts as crucifer and also as organist. Nine were 
presented to the Bishop for confirmation, the majority of 
whom were young men. Five men and one boy were also 
baptized. 

More than 125 men of Christ Church, Alameda, met at 
dinner recently in their parish house, under the leadership 
of the rector, the Rev. H. H. Shires. The Archdeacon was 
one of the speakers and was particularly impressed by the 
number of young men present and the loyalty and respect 
shown to the rector of the parish. 


As Christmas approaches let us read again the dear old 
story and rest happy and peaceful in the simple old faith. 
Nothing has happened to disturb it. What the Church has 
been saying for two thousand years she will keep on saying 
till there are years no longer: “I believe in Jesus Christ, 
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His only Son our Lord, Who was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary.” 


Come back then today to Bethlehem 
Though thou hast wandered far, 
No rest shall fill thy yearning breast

Oh, heart, return to Bethlehem 
Where God and the angels are. 


The following suggestions were sent out by the Arch- 
deacon to all the clergy of the Diocese for the Bishops’ 
Crusade : 

1. The Bishops’ Crusade is a movement which seeks the 
rededication of Christians and the bringing of souls to 
Christ. The importance of thorough preparation can not be 
over-estimated. 


2. Enter upon the preparation in the spirit of enthusiasm 
and joy. It will mean so much spiritually to your own parish 
and to the Diocese. 


3. Call a special meeting of your vestry. Tell them what 
the Bishops’ Crusade means and enlist their co-operation. 


4. Appoint in your parish a committee on evangelism, 
composed of men and women. 


5. See that the special prayer cards issued by the Na- 
tional Commission are distributed among your people and 
urge the daily use of same. 


6. On the first Sunday in Advent (November 28) ar- 
range, if possible, for a corporate communion for the men 
of your parish. Read the Bishop’s pastoral letter to your 
congregation. Explain the object of the crusade to the 
children of your Church School. 


7. During Advent give a series of sermons on the funda- 
mentals of the faith. 


8. On St. Andrew’s Day (Tuesday, November 30) begin 
if possible with an early celebration and then plan to at- 
tend the retreat for the clergy. Urge the attendance of your 
men and women at the devotional meetings and quiet days 
scheduled in different parts of the Diocese. Arrange for an 
evening service for any of your people whw can not attend 
such devotional gatherings. 


9. Prepare a list of the indifferent and lapsed in your 
parish. These are to be visited in January after the holiday 
season. 


10. After reading these suggestions, please don’t put 
them aside and forget all about them. We count on you to 
do your part in helping to make the Bishops’ Crusade a 
great spiritual power. 


11. The foregoing is offered at best only as a suggestion 
of the preparation needed. Each rector and leader will 
improve, revise and adapt these suggestions to fit the needs 
of his own parish. 


“O, let us each our hearts prepare 
For Christ to come and enter there.” 


12. If the Diocesan Committee can help you in any way, 
please let me know. 


P. §.—Bishop Oldham, Coadjutor of Albany, is coming as 
the chief crusader during convention week. Then in 
iEpiphanytide and Lent there will be an intensive follow-up 
in all parishes and missions of the Diocese. Plans regarding 
this will be published later. 


Bishops’ Crusade suggestions for Church Schools, Diocese 
of California: 


1. On the first Sunday in Advent have the session of the 
Church School in church and explain the movement. Refer 
to the crusaders of old. In this present crusade, a great 
adventure of faith, everyone in the Church, young and old, 
is expected to be a crusader for Christ and His Church. 

2. Urge the children to pray daily for the success of the 
Bishops’ Crusade. 

3. Impress upon them that their obligation as Christians 
is not only to know Christ but to make Him known among 
the boys and girls of this community. 

4. Plan for the children to telephone or visit class ab- 
sentees and to endeavor to reach lapsed scholars. There is 


no impression without expression, so give them something 
definite to do. 


5. Arrange for a children’s Eucharist. 


6. One afternoon each week, during Advent, a simple 
children’s service might pe arranged and small groups might 
be taken on a pilgrimage around the church and the sig- 
nificance of the altar, font, lecturn and Church symbols and 
so forth explained. 


7. Ask the children to write a short essay on the mean- 
ing of the crusade. 


8. The children’s corner is a corner set apart in church 
for the children; their own place, where they may come at 
any time for devotion. They come there to say their prayers. 
read the books, look at the pictures and perhaps bring their 
own works of art or flowers as offerings. The idea came 
from Chester Cathedral and has spread to many parts of 
our country. A place near the font is especially appro- 
priate. 


9. During Epiphanytide and Lent arrange for a cam- 
paign or contest for new scholars. 


10. Plan for your children to attend the annual rally of 
children of your convocation, soon after Easter. 


11. These are but suggestions. The essential thing is to 
get the children to take a part in this great movement for 
spiritual re-awakening. 


The Bishops’ Crusade 
By Rev. W. J. LoaRING Ciark, D. D., General Missioner 


I. Primary Purpose. 


The Bishops’ Crusade is not to add another organization 
but to inaugurate a movement that will spiritualize existing 
organizations. Possibly our Church today is the best or- 
ganized in Christendom. Our supreme need is not more 
machinery but more power. 


We realize in connection with this crusade first of all the 
need for such a movement; secondly, the purpose or objec- 
tive of this crusade; thirdly, the method. 


The supreme need of the age is a spiritual revival within 
the Church. So many of our members are content in “hav- 
ing’ and “resting.” They must be aroused to a discontent; 
to the necessity for “giving” and “doing.” 

A modern world is demanding a Christian answer to the 
problems of life. Life’s problems are fundamentally moral 
problems. Get the morals of a people right and nine-tenths 
of the difficulties cease. The Christian religion is primarily 
concerned with morals, recognizing that right thinking re- 
garding God, the soul and a future state must precede right 
conduct. Right thinking leads to right relationship toward 
God and man; a recognition of relationship to God leads to 
fellowship with Him. The Church is in the world to pro- 
mote right relationship with God expressed in active fellow- 
ship with all men. 


In a Church we are in danger of forgetting that fellow- 
ship with God must express itself in service for men. 


We are often considered select, selfish and insular and in- 
different to the struggles of the man in the street. This 
charge is not true but it must be regretfully admitted that 
we are often apathetic and so wrapped up in our affairs 
that we fail to express ourselves sympathetically in active 
service for others. 


The Bishops’ Crusade is a call to change of mind and 
change of direction regarding our obligation to those who 
have not accepted our Lord as their Saviour and Friend. 
Our duty and obligation are clear—we are to follow the 
example of our Saviour, Christ, and seek to save that which 
is lost. 


II. The purpose of the Bishops’ Crusade is an awaken- 
ing of the Church to spiritual enterprise. 


During the past few years we have efficiently organized 
and financed the Church; now we have a crusade to spir- 
itualize the Church, Machinery is only valuable when you 
have the power with which to run it; without power, ma- 
chinery is only so much scrap iron. A Church organized 
must be a Church spiritualized if we are to render an effi- 
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cient service to a needy world. The spiritual dynamic of 
power is the essential need of the Church of today. 


The crusade is not so much directed to the non-Christian 
as to the un-Christian of our own membership—to make our 
own members better Christians that they, by personal stress, 
may make more Christians is the purpose of this crusade. 
A converted Church is necessary to save a lost world; a con- 
verted Church to convert ah indifferent, selfish world; an 
Ecclesia to establish a Basileia; a society of twice-born men 
to bring in the Kingdom of God. 


Ill. The Method. 


Under the leadership of our bishops there is to be (a) 
through preaching, a re-presentation of the fundamentals of 
the Christian faith—God, the Lord Christ, the work of the 
Holy Spirit, sin, repentance, conversion, faith, responsibil- 
ity, stewardship, vision, service, the Church, the sacra- 
mental life; (b) through conferences with clergy and laity, 
a return to personal evangelism—preaching the Word, per- 
sonal witness, personal work for the spread of Christ’s 
Kingdom throughout the world. 


During next January and February teams consisting of 
one bishop, one clergyman and one layman (or woman) 
will visit a diocese and preach and confer in that diocese 
for two weeks, seeking to establish our membership more 
firmly in the Faith, seeking to convert and strengthen both 
clergy and lay people to a higher life of consecration and 
service, deepening the sense of personal obligation and re- 
sponsibility for the conversion of mankind to Christ through 
personal work, personal service, personal witness. 


A striking piece of lay evangelism has been conducted by 
a negro physician. He was one of only two colored com- 
municants in a Georgia town. Acting as lay reader, under the 
direction of the white clergyman, he gathered a little con- 
gregation. A house has been purchased and made into a 
chapel. When Bishop Reese last visited the place a mission 
was organized and twenty people were confirmed. 


As we go to press there has arrived from head- 
quarters of the National Commission on Evangelism 
a number of helpful leaflets, published at cost of $1.50 
per hundred. The Archdeacon has telegraphed for 
sample copies for the clergy and these will be for- 
warded immediately upon arrival. 

The leaflets include “Suggestions for Prayer,” “Sug- 
gestions for Private and Family Prayer,” “Litany and 
Prayers,” “Right and Wrong Thinking About God’— 
all in preparation for the Bishops’ Crusade. 

Several weeks ago the Archdeacon wired for 7000 
prayer cards but to date only 450 have been received. 
These have been distributed among the parishes and 
the balance will be forwarded as soon as they arrive.

The regular monthly meeting of the California Branch of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary was held in Grace Chapel, Monday, 
November 1, at 2 p. m. 

The president opened the meeting with prayer. Twelve 
branches were represented. The treasurer’s report was read 
and accepted. 

A letter was read from Miss Magill about the interesting 
October meeting of the National Executive Board of the 
Auxiliary, followed by a letter from Miss Lindley telling of 
the approaching Bishops’ Crusade and how she hoped we 
would all co-operate in the plans for it. Archdeacon Porter 
then addressed the meeting on the subject of the crusade 
and gave detailed. plans for the retreats and quiet days to 
be held on St. Andrew’s Day for clergy and laity. This will 
help the Church to prepare for the actual crusade later and 
will arouse us to our responsibilities. Letters of thanks were 


read from Mr. Oberholtzer of Richmond acknowledging the 
gift of an altar to St. Edmund’s, and from Rev. Mr. Thomas 
for assisting him to travel to Ceylon. 


Mrs. Fessenden asked for funds for the Christmas boxes. 
Mrs. Sherman made a plea for the gold and silver offering 
being collected throughout the Diocese for the rebuilding of 
St. Margaret’s School for Girls in Tokyo. Every kind of 
article in the precious metals, whether broken or whole, 
was asked for—each parish to send its collection to Mrs. H. 
H. Powell, 1051 Taylor sreet, before the next diocesan meet- 
ing, on December 6. A bag containing $19 was contributed 
from St. Clement’s, Berkeley, as a part of their gold and 
silver offering and many branches reported plans for col- 
lection. 


Mrs. Lance then introduced the speaker of the day,-Dr. 
John Nichols, dean of the Divinity School of St. John’s Uni- 
versity,, Shanghai, who spoke on “The Christian Attitude 
Toward the Situation in China,” somewhat as follows: 


Although the Woman’s Auxiliary is naturally sympathetic 
to all foreigners, it is difficult even for them to reach a true 
point of view toward China at present. We have to visual- 
ize a vast country ravaged by conflicting armies, without a 
stable government—a once-powerful and self-sufficient na- 
tion now to a large extent become the property of foreign- 
ers, completely humbled by western nations who, with their 
enormous business enterprises prospering and protected by 
their own warships, are developing all the resources of 
China for their own benefit. Bitterness, hatred, revengeful- 
ness and cruelty are the logical results there, while the ef- 


fect among Christian people here is a deep stirring of sym- 
pathy for the wrongs of the Chinese. 

But sympathy, without knowledge, is useless and even 
harmful and we must appreciate the fact that the Chinese 
can not be granted all that they are clamoring for. We must 
understand that their misfortunes are due not only to for- 
eign inroads but largely to their own deficiencies as a na- 
tion. Racial differences and cla$s differences prevent united 
thought. Betwene the coolie class, who can think of nothing 
but the struggle for existence, and the turbulent student class 
whose ideas are vague, restless and violent, and the military 
class, who strive for physical power, there is no meeting 
ground. Not only is concerted action impossible but it is 
even difficult to ascertain what conditions exist or to get 
reliable information on any point, for truth is not consid- 
ered a virtue in China and trickery is held in high esti- 
mation. 


Higher ideals are the only salvation for China. The Chris- 
tain churches, with all their faults, are the recognized cen- 
ters of ideals and many improvements and changes in mod- 
ern Chinese life are due to their influence, though often un- 
acknowledged. The Chinese must be educated to see that 
higher ideals will work—ideals in the family, the com- 
munity and the State. They look to the Church for such 
guidance and we can demonstrate to them through our sup- 
port of the Church the superiority of compassion to cruelty, 
of patient service to callous indifference and of Christian 
virtues to self-seeking. We must not only show forth these 
things to the Chinese but to all foreigners who are in the 
Orient for purely material gains and with a purely selfish 
aim. Natural human selfishness must be replaced by the 
Christian standpoint of service for others and “We who are 
strong ought to bear the infirmities of the weak—and not to 
please ourselves.”

This month brings us to the closing of our yearly book. 
Have we accomplished anything? Are we farther along the 
Path? It is interesting to note that the Church’s year begins 
just before the closing of the world’s year. The new year 
(like many new things) brings with it hope and resolution, 
so if we find ourselves downhearted over the failures of the 


past we have the new king with us to lead our lagging 
hosts to victory. 


Let us spend a few moments going over the reign of the 
dying king. Do you remember the days in which you 
prayed for poise, and then the sudden trial which came to 
you and how you were sustained? If so, give thanks. It was 
a real thing. Do you remember the weeks you let slip by 
without a close touch with that great power ever ready to 
help you and how life grew gray and monotonous and you 
gave way to criticism or jealousy? That was the time in 
which, as Brother Lawrence says, you “let go the hand of 
God.” Resolve no more to walk alone. He is the great Com- 
panion and knows every pitfall on the Path. Have you for- 
gotten the joy which came to you when that loved one did 
the right thing for which you had prayed? If so, remember 
again your joy and give thanks for that was a real answer 
to prayer. Have prosperous days been yours, because you 
gave thanks and shared what was yours? If so, know that 
as you keep the law you shall be blest. Has yours been a 
“lean year?’ Look closely into your life and see if you have 
held a friendly, loving attitude toward the world. If not, 
swear allegiance now to the king of love and know that 
love is the key which opens all the doors to abundance. 
Whatever you bless will increase. Try it on your plants. 
Try it as you pay out your money. Stop saying, “Everything 
is so high.” Say, rather, “I am thankful I can pay my bills.” 
This is a law, “To bless is to increase.” Thank God we live 
by law. 


We may not understand that underneath are the ever- 
lasting laws but it is true. A story was to!d me the other 
day which illustrates my point. A friend has been in India 
for many years and during his stay met and grew to know 
well an adept mystic. This friend said to the mystic one day, 
“How do you do these marvelous things I have seen you 
do?’ The mystic smiled and said, “They are done by law, 
a common law, and when one follows the law it is most 
simple. But your country, with its strange lights, your rush- 
ing vehicles without horses—these are terrible things, black 
magic.”” We smile. We know they are not magic but that 
they are also the result of following a law. 


Has sickness cast its dark mantle over the joy of life this 
year? Have you used your God-given sense to keep your 
body at its best by the right use of God’s gifts of food, 
water, air and rest—and have you daily acknowledged God’s 
life as the life by which you live? Have you kept your mind 
free of hatred, jealousy and criticism? If not, blame not 
God. His will for you is health. Therefore, by prayer and 
action say “Thy will be done.” 

Have you wakened in the night and worried over that 
business trouble or that mistake or that family unhappiness 
and then resolved in your soul’s deepest sanctuary that you 
would do the true thing in your work, correct your error, 
show only love; and then dropped asleep with an abiding 
assurance that all things shall work together for good for 
those who love the law (or the Lord) ? If this has ever been 
your experience, know that you have touched God.

And know the law that “Whatever your heart and mind

The autumn meeting of the Diocesan Assembly of The 
Daughters of the King was held at the pretty little Church 
of the Incarnation on Nineteenth avenue, San Francisco, 
October 30. The service opened with the celebration of the 
Hol¥ Eucharist, the Rev. Williston M. Ford, the rector, being 
celebrant. A short address preceded the celebration, the 
rector taking as his topic “Brevity.” He stressed the need of 
brevity and admonished the members of the order to adhere 
to brevity in the business meetings and in the conduct of 
affairs. There were those present who agreed with him on 
his subject. ‘Long sermons and long talks are not always 
1h and often could be shortened, with more telling 
effect. 

After the service the visiting members were escorted to 
the spacious guild rooms below and were conducted to 
tables decked with autumn foliage and the russet tints of 
autumn flowers. Mr. Ford said grace and a basket luncheon 
supplemented with; tea, coffee and a salad was enjoyed. The 
members of Incarnation Chapter were the hostesses and a 
warm welcome was given to all present. A kindlier feeling 
was engendered and a friendly spirit prevailed. This was 
marked throughout the business session which followed. 
Mrs. S. L. Abbot, the diocesan president, presided in her 
usual gracious manner, and the rector said the opening 
sentences of the prayer of the order, all present joining him. 


The meeting then followed in orderly sequence. Reports 
of the various chapters were given. Dr. Elisabeth B. Chris- 
tiansen, first vice-president of the San Francisco Convoca- 
tion, gave a concise but comprehensive account of the work 
of the order under her jurisdiction. It was full and complete 
and covered the ground in an interesting manner. She spoke 
of the work of the Relief Home, St. Luke’s Chapter having a 
devoted member who is regular and faithful in attendance 
there—Mrs. Sarah B. Daniels, who also is a faithful worker 
in the Chinese Mission in Oakland. Dr. Christiansen stressed 
the need for workers in the Canon Kip Clinic. Bandages and 
supplies are constantly needed. She told of the visits to the 
Old Ladies’ Home and other organizations, where visitors 
are gladly welcomed. She told of the work of The Daughters 
of the King in collecting garments for the Needlework Guild, 
where new garments are distributed to the needy poor and 
to various institutions. To the uninitiated, the work of col- 
lecting the garments may not seem difficult, but it is no easy 
task to assume the responsibility of gathering together the 
necessary number of new and sensible articles. The various 
activities of all of the members of the San Francisco Con- 
vocation was spoken of and much credit given to those who 
responded to the call. 


Mrs. C. V. Heegaard, third vice-president of the San Jose 
Convocation, modestly stated that she did not know that she 
was required to make a report, but nevertheless she told of 
the work and responded bravely to the demand that she 
speak anyway. For an unprepared report, cleverly given, 
one wondered what more she might have said if a report 
had been prepared. Surely everyone present saw that splen- 
did work had been done under her management. She has 


been ably seconded by Miss Lupita Borel, who is ever ready 
with her car to take Mrs. Heegaard some of the magnificent 
distances she has had to traverse in order to visit outlying 
districts. Mrs. Heegaard during her term of office has visited 
every chapter of the San Jose Convocation, except Santa 
Cruz and she confessed ignorance that that was in her juris- 
diction. She reported the forming of St. Catherine’s Chapter 
under the direction of Miss Eleanor M. Peters of St. Mat- 
thew’s Chapter. Eleven members compose this junior chap- 
ter—a splendid showing in these days when young people 
are inclined more to pleasure than serious things. The girls 
of St. Catherine’s are regular in attendance and under the 
capable leadership of Miss Peters are doing systematic work 
and learning what will be useful to them as they grow into 
womanhood and take up the serious work of those who have 
preceded them. Mrs. Heegaard said that another junior 
chapter, under the able direction of Miss Borel, is under 
way. The young girls live in what is known as Homestead, 
where Grace Chapel is situated, and are undergoing proba- 
tion. This is a wonderful accomplishment, for there is a 
large field down the Peninsula and earnest workefs are 
needed. It is worthy of comment that these young girls are 
willing to take up serious work when many innocent forms 
of amusement are open to them. Truly, they have chosen 
the better part. 

Another modest “Martha” was Mrs. George E. Robinson 
of the Oakland Convocation, second vice-president. Her re- 
port was a verbal one, but she succeeded in giving an in- 
sight into the work in Berkeley, Oakland and Fruitvale. All 
of these chapters are engaged in doing the work of the 
Master. Some of them are hampered by lack of co-operation, 


some having no permanent rector, but they make up for 


handicaps by renewed zeal and hard work. Unfortunately, 
Ruth Chapter of All Soul’s Church, Berkeley, was not repre- 
sented, nor was Trinity Chapter, Oakland, but good news 
filtered in of work that was being done by the members. 


Mrs. C. W. Hollis motored up from her home in Carmel 
and was cordially welcomed. It was by accident she heard 
of the meeting and as nothing is too much trouble for this 
valiant little woman she made an unexpected appearance. 
She is as energetic as of yore and as full of good works. 
She has the vim of a lightning conductor and enlivened the 
meeting. Miss Prevost, who attained the age of 100 years in 
February, but who is very feeble, was spoken of very affec- 
tionately. Her long and eventful life has been full of good — 
works. 

Mrs. De Gear sent a message to the effect that a number 
of women at the Relief Home were desirous of becoming 
Daughters of the King and it was made possible for them to 
have a chapter. Various chapters offered to give contribu- 
tions monthly in order that the chapter of old people might 
conform. it was touching to know that a great longing to 
be affiliated with the order was to be a reality to those 
shutins. 

It was regretted that some of those who had been present 
last year were unable to. be in attendance—Mrs. Mardon D. 
Wilson, affectionately regarded by all, was not well enough; 
nor was that other saintly Daughter, Mrs. D. O. Kelley. 
Nevertheless it was gratifying to know that all who were 
absent were not ill, but for some good reason were unable 
to attend. 


The aftermath of the conference at Asilomar was a topic 
of much interest and mention was made of the far-lying. 
results of the gathering together of The Daughters of the 
King and the good that had been done. 


The election of officers resulted in the retention of the 
officers who had served the year before. Indeed, all of the 
incumbents were re-elected by acclamation. 


A tribute was paid to Miss Harvard, a faithful member of 
Holy Innocents Church and a devoted Daughter of the King 
for many years. All stood for a moment in silent recogni- 
tion, as Miss Harvard entered into life eternal only a short 
time ago. 

A standing vote in acknowledgment of the members of 
Incarnation Chapter for their gracious hospitality and their 
warm welcome. Thanks were given them and to the rector 
and his wife for the very pleasant afternoon and the facili- 
ties given for a successful business meeting. 
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What Is the Church’s Program ? 


“What Is the Church’s Program?” was the question asked 
by the Rev. L. H. Miller, rector of St. Clement’s Church, 
Berkeley, in his sermon at the meeting of the Convocation 
of Oakland at Trinity Church, Hayward, an account of 
which appears elsewhere in this issue. He took for his text 
the words of our Lord in the fourth chapter of St. John’s 
Gospel, the thirty-fifth verse: “Lift up your eyes and look 
on the fields for they are white already to the harvest.” He 
pointed out how these words must have seemed absurd to 
the disciples, who were then in Samaria, where it was, as 
they thought, impossible for any Jew to reap a spiritual 
harvest, as “the Jews have no dealings with the Samaritans.” 
However, Jesus was always seeing opportunities where 
others saw only obstacles. Under the most adverse circum- 
stances, where others could only throw stones of criticism, 
He grasped opportunities to help and cheer. Even in the 
hour of His apparent defeat, He helped a thief on the cross. 


When all seemed lost He challenged His discoples to go into © 


all the world and teach and preach to every nation. They 
had but to lift up their eyes and grasp the opportunities 
before them and, by the power of God, the humanly im- 
possible became the actual. It is inevitable that a ma- 
terialistic age should be pessimistic, should give way to a, 
philosophy of despair, for materialism leads up a blind alley 


and can only cry with that great pessimist of the Bible: 


“Vanity, vanity, all is vanity.” Yet more and more we are 
seeing the nemesis of materialism; we are seeing that the 
future depends not on science, but on the right use of 
science, on right ideals and attitudes, on character. We are 
seeing that education is not the development of muscle- 
power or brain-power but character-power. The ultimate 
foundations of life, of civilization, are sound character, 
spirit; are spiritual foundations. And the problem is con- 
fronting us, “How can we train character, how can we 


develop right attitudes?” As men ask those questions it is 


inevitable that they should turn to the greatest character- 
training agency in the world, the Church. In that awaken- 
ing to the necesity of character-training the Church faces 
its greatest opportunity since the days when the Apostles 
went forth in the Roman Empire, for it is a spiritual 
awakening that is taking place all over our nation today, a 
recognition that the ultimate foundations of our life are 
spiritual. 


However, the opportunity raises the problem whether the 
Church is prepared, whether it is equipped and organized 
with an effective program—a program that can make an 
effective contribution to the solution of the problem. 


In this connection, since we are especially interested in 
the rural work of the Church today, it is interesting to note 
the valuable contribution that those interested in rural work 
can make to the Church. It is well to remember that Chris- 
tianity started as a rural movement and met its first great 
rejection in the city. Its message was in rural terms—seed- 
time and harvest, wheat and tares. Its first program was in 
those terms—the seed was planted and nurtured until it 
should bear good fruit. Then, as the Church went forth 
into the cities of the empire, the program changed. It be- 
came institutionalized, “commercialized” (the term is used 
without stigma), until we come to the day when we are 
told that we are. “selling” religion. But our task is not that 
of the salesman; our program is not a “selling” program. 
Christian character is not a thing to be sold; it is a thing 
to be grown. It is the product not of high-powered sales- 
manship but of correct and effective nurture, of methods 
familiar to those among whom the Gospel was first preached 
—‘first the blade, then the ear, after that the full corn in 
the ear.” In other words, the program that the Church 
needs, the program that will meet the opportunity which 
we find today in the great interest in character-training, is 
an educational program in every department of the Church’s 
life. Those interested in the rural task of the Church can 
make an invaluable contribution to the life of the whole 
Church if they will arouse the Church to the necessity of 
that program so that we may reap a great harvest for our 
Lord and for His Christ. 


REV. D. G. WU AND MRS. WU 


A SAN FRANCISCO CHINESE MISSION 


The Church tourist in San Francisco visits the lofty and 
beautiful site of the Cathedral, looks at the views across the 
city and bay and then trips carefully down the dizzying, 
steep hill of Clay street to Chinatown. Just before he turns 
the corner on to Chinatown’s main thoroughfare he should 
stop to visit the modest and neat little red brick building 
with a cross on it, and the adjoining playground, for it is 
the Chinese Episcopal Church and school, the True Sun- 
sine Mission. We may be proud of the work being done 
among the Chinese under the care of the Chinese priest, 
Rev. Mr. Wu. In San Francisco, in addition to the regular 
services of the Church, a day school is conducted for Chi- 
nese women and children. There is also a night school for 
Chinese men which is the largest of its kind in the city. 
The congregation is increasing in numbers and has a high 
percentage of men. Mr. Wu has a position of leadership 
among his fellow countrymen. The people do their part in 
responding to any special needs that arise. Across the bay, 
in Oakland, Mr. Wu is assisted by two Chinese teachers. 
‘the young people of the Oakland mission recently renovated 
the interior of their building.—National Publicity Notes. 


THE LETTER AND THE SPIRIT 


Today we are paying a little too much attention to the 
letter. There is need for a more daring spirit which will 
send us on into new and untried methods and experiences. 
The Church pauses and consults the past a little too much; 
we need to go apart from the busy whir of life and listen

laying emphasis on methods, rather than ends. We need to. 
have our vision of the ends of life clarified and made more 
compelling. Organization has robbed us of individual re- 
sponsibleness and the sense of individual usefulness, and 
this creates strange outbreaks on the part of many people 
to satisfy their suppressed individuality. 


We need to open wide the doors of our souls and let the 
wind of the Spirit blow through. We need a real conversion, 
a real turning to the vision of God as it is in Christ for the 
souls of men. We need to understand His waiting for us, 
His belief in us, His love for us.—Bishop Bennett in rae 
Duluth Churchman. 
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The Urge of the inner Life 


By Rev. M. Bours 


St. Mark records an instance of The Urge of the Inner 
Life in Christ’s Human Nature as follows: “The apostles 
gathered themselves together unto Jesus, and told him all 
things, both what they had done, and what they had taught. 
And he said unto them, Come ye yourselves apart into a 
desert place, and rest a while. . . . . And they de- 
parted into a desert place. . . And the people saw 
them departing ... and came together unto him. 

. »« And Jesus when he came out, saw much people, 
and was moved with compassion toward them, because. they 
were as sheep not having a shepherd: and he began to teach 
them many things.” | 

The faculties that pertain to the inner man may be desig- 
nated as those relating to the perceptive, the affectional and 
the volitional powers of the mind. The affectional phases of 
human mentality include the impulses, the emotions and the 
sentiments, as stirred by the perceptive faculties and as 
modified or made effective in attitude or in actional re- 
sponse by the volitional faculties. The representative pow- 
ers in the three general phases of mental life—perception, 
affection and volition—are respectively reason, love and 
conscience, which constitute faculties of the spiritual na- 
ture of man. The normal urge of the inner life, therefore, 
constitutes the power to incite a response suitable as a re- 
action to environmental influences. 

The accounts by the Evangelists, Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John, disclose, in Christ’s social contacts, the emotions that 
are by a pioneer in psychological investigation, Dr. Edward 
B. Titchener, declared to be “important in everyday life, 
those that every man is called upon to face in the natural 
course of life.” Accordingly, not to particularize occasions, 
Jesus Christ registered, in His responses, in attitudes, words 
and works, to what occurred in the manifold experiences 
incident to His ministry: indignation, anger, rebuke, com- 
passion, gentleness, meekness, love, gladness, joy, grief, sor- 
row, disappointment, agony, amazement, wonderment, faith, 
peace, prudence, silence and forbearance. 

A consideration of the contextual settings of these various 
emotions, as manifested in the Human Nature of the 
Christ, will lead to a discovery of the similarity in those 
particulars, of the evangelical data to the findings of human 
psychology. 

In St. Paul’s specifications of “the fruit of the Spirit” may 
be seen the results of the human emotions, by the help of 
divine grace reacting according to the example of Jesus 
Christ. Stated specifically, love and joy become the love 
and joy incident to purity of heart; peace, among other 
benedictions, is the result of a casting out of fear, jealousy, 
hatred, lust and all other reactions of destructive tenden- 
cies; long-suffering corresponds to a spirit of subjection in 
respect to others as temperance is subjection of desires in 
respect to one’s self; tenderness becomes gentleness; benevo- 
lent affection, goodness; hope, which endures, grows into 
that fidelity, which is a characteristic of faith and a gen- 
erally sympathetic attitude toward others merges into that 
meekness, which “inherits the earth.” In other words, those 
phases of mentality due to the sanctification of the ordinary 
human emotions and characterized by St. Paul as “the fruit 
of the Spirit” are answerable to Christ’s Human Emotions, 
which are revealed in the gospel as the perfection of re- 
action to environmental influences. Moreover, the domi- 
nance of those emotions designated “the fruit of the Spirit” 
gives all the other human emotions their normal spiritual 
values as being agreeable to reason, love and conscience. 
For example: “Be ye angry and sin not,” “Hate the evil,” 
“Weep with them that weep,” “Covet earnestly the best 
gifts,” and, as St. Paul wrote to the Corinthians, “I am 
jealous over you with godly jealousy.” 

Among the exercises generally available for the healing 
of human maladies, a dominating curative agency is “the 
fruit of the Spirit,” which is inclusive of a state of mind 
normally conducive to certain phases of physical welfare. 
For example, temperance overcomes habits subversive of 
hygienic organic functioning; peace eliminates sources of 
irritability that disturb physical as well as mental equi- 
poise; faith is favorable to the conservation of vitality.
